The Rev. H. Stone Richardson, ol tbe 


Methodist Episcopal ohuroh, was inter- 
viewed the other day at Oshkosb, and he 
Baid that "tho .Methodist ohurob as -an 
organization was not and could not be in 
'avor ot the third party movement. 
While the church was, and always had 
been, in favor of prohibition, it was not 
authorized by its discipline or economy 
to obtain it through any political party, 
cor to take sides with one political or - 
Rinization to the exclusion o£ another. 
Ho said be was opposed to the manufac- 
ture, sale and use of intoxicating bever- 
ages, but never felt authorized, as a 
minister, to take sides with one political 
party as being better qualitied to obtain 
prohibition than another. Ot the twelve 
bishops ot tha Methodist ohnroh ot the 
north but two ot them, so tar aa he had 
been able to ascertain, were in favor o[ 
the third party movement. 
Ho had had 


republicans in his congregation, and he 
oould not berate them by telling how 
bad republicanism was, nor tell a pro- 
hibitionist or member of some other 
party how bad ho was by comparing his 
politics with those ot a member of an- 
other organization. Mr. Richardson said 
that when he was ordained a minister tbe 
superior placed his bands upon bis head 
and told him to preach the word of God 
nnd of Jesus ot Nszwetb, and he had 
never felt authorized to take a partisan 
view of politics from the pulpit." This 
is sensible talk, and its sentiments are 
largely those ot the groat moss of the 
members of that church.

President 
Arthur appointed him United States dis- 
trict attorney for tho southern diatriot of 
Now York, and be hold this position with 
credit to himself until president Clove- 
land's appointee succeeded him.

Mr, Root was prominently identified with 
the reform movement in tbe republican 
party. He has always been a republican, 
but never a politician in the sense that 
be lias made politics his business or got 
a livelihood by it. 


Portraits of the prominent personages 


of the repub^ean county committee, who 
are tho "boye" of the "maohino," wore 
published in the Weekly in June, and a 
description ot the methods by which tho 
"machine" has been managed. Witb this 
kind ot politics and this kind of politic- 
ians Mr. Root has never had anything to 
do.' Kin election to tbe chairmanship of 
tbe committee is therefore a new depart- 
ure in reaent years for tho committee. 
He boa gained a prominence. through bis 
profession and uot by practical political 
work.
